establishing some form of international 
machinery to arbitrate the Danzig 
question, should Germany and Po- 
land ask her to do so, 


Butler said the queslion of the fu- 


ture of Danzig was "primarily a mat- 
ter for negotiation'b'e'lWc&h'the' parties 
to the Danzig settlement." • 


In the commons session Chamber- 


lain also said Ihe government was at- 
tempting to obtain the fullest co-opera- 
tion with Soviet Russia in its present 
policy.

Soviet-Nazi Alliance? 


BERLIN, Germany — (/P)— Talk in 


diplomatic circles of the possibility 
that Nazi Germany and Communist 
Russia might end their traditioned en- 
mity raised the question over the 
week-end of an entirely new align- 
ment in European politics, Democracy 
appeared to be replacing Communism 
as Germany's official hate number 
one. 


Diplomatic observers said that un- 


der subtle influence from high quart- 
ers an ideological transformation was 
taking place—thai abuse of Bolshe- 
vism was being soft pedaled and that 
London, Paris and Washington soon 
were to be at Die receiving end of the 
angry shafts previously hurled at Mos- 
cow. There wore two important reas- 
ons for a 'change of front: 
1. Adjustment of the controversy with 


Poland to the satisfaction of Ger- 
many would be easier if ihe long 
quarrel wilh Soviet Russia were 
settled. 


2. There have been few sufrace indi- 


cations of a rapproachement between 
Germany and Russia but there were 
many points of similarity in the 
ideology of the two nation's and 
"force of circumstance" seemed to be 
drawing them together. 
Poland was cited as one of these 


"circumstances." 
These 
observers 


agreed lhat if Germany and Russia 
could come to an understanding on 
how to deal with the state that lies 
between them, a way of ironing out 
their own differences would be made 
much easier. 


Warning |o Poland 


The decision announced in Milan of 


Germany and Italy to sign -a political 
and military accord was interpreted 
here as a frank warning to Poland and 
her friends. The implication seemed 
to be that the Rome-Berlin axis is 
stronger than any other political con- 
sideration in Central Europe and that 
Italy thinks more, highly of her re- 
sponsibilities toward the axis than 
to other friendships. 


Diplomats here said that Italy

Monday's Arkansas Supreme Court 


decision upholding Hope's victory in 
the Hempstead county-seat 
removal 


election last June 11 climaxed a battle 
that began Cl years ago, and which 
spent a full year in the courts in the 
present case. 


It was May 5, 1938, that the petition 


seeking a special election to re'rrtoye 
the courthouse from Washington to 
Hope was filed with County Judge 
Frank Rider. Hope won the election 
June 11, Washington filed contest pro- 
ceedings, whicli ran through August, 
ending with a decision by Circuit 
Judge Dexter Bush upholding Hope. 


Washington then filed an appeal to 


the supreme court. The case was ar- 
gued orally at Little Rock a week 
ago, May 1, O. A. Graves and Steve 
Carrigan speaking 
for Hope, 
and 


George Steel appearing as attorney for 
Washington. 


Associate Justice Baker drafted Mon- 


day's decision, which was unanimous 
as to the justices participating. 'Baker 
and three other justices supported the 
decision for the reasons stated therein, 
and Chief Justice Griffin Smith and 
Associate Justice Frank Smith concur- 
red in it, although for diferent legal 
reasons, it was understood here. 


Associate Justice Mehaffey, the sev- 


enth member of the court, disqualified 
himself, it was said, becaue he appear- 
ed as an attorney for Hope in a sim- 
ilar contest a quarter of a century ago.

And little children 
love lo piny.

shoes on n wet dny. Tell him that 
I'eteV Hiibbil was very careful not to 
catch cold, nnd pretend that he is 
Fetor Babbit, He won't stop to con- 
sider that bunnies nre imlifcfrent lo 
dampness, because he doesn't know 
this, but the idea has weight with him 
because he is plnying a game. 


Suo Ellen won't put her toys away. 


She forgets »nd forgets, but if she is 
Snow White in person, keeping house 
for the seven kind little dwarfs, iina- 
K'malion or "play mood" doctors up a 
wearisome task with rosy lights and 
thnl is something difcrent. 


Then take the physical side of it. 


Strike u child in earnest, and the blow 
will ranklo. Hit him in, fun and he 
will Inuglj. You see, almost any ex- 
perience boeo'm'es comedy or tragedy 
according lo the attitude involved, 
-• This is the case with every human 
being, both old and young. And we 
must not leave temperament out of 
the picture, either. A child can bo 
.influenced strongly through his prefer- 
ences and passions. Intense interest in 
a hobby is part of the play mood. 


It is said so often,that small boys 


nnd girls learn to accept the little un- 
pleasantness of life through regularity 
and routine. This is true, naturally. 
Bed-lime, closely followed, becomes 
second nature, without much question. 
Soido meal-time and bath-time and Ihe 
whole regimen of a young child's 
world. But there are other mailers 
that crop up daily outside of routine. 
This, then, is our opportunity to asso- 
ciate the irksome with the happy in 


Ji'm'my's or Sue Ellen's mind. 


But there is the usual warning lo he 


offered here,. It is one tiling to estab- 
lish work habit and good conduct 
through the play mood, and another .lo 
rely on it forever, ,tf« child continue'! 
to do any those- things Ihnl appeal to 
Iv's mood at Ihe moment, he Will be 
weakened materially for all his fuluie 
when it comes to facing a job for the 
job's sake alone. 


Avoid Too-Much "Pun" 


This hns been my quarrel from the

It 
works splendidly with small children, 
but even so, they simply hiivo lo learn 
to do things they do not dare' for. 


In a youngster's life, such experi- 


ences arc occurring daily. So the an- 
swer, I think, is gradually to reduce 
the comedy relief as lie grows in judg- 
ment. It should not be edited out of 
Ihe script altogether, for we need 
lightness and fun in daily living, but 
DO nnd TDON'T should bo accepted 
nicely as part of the thc'm'e. A careful 
hlennd of ' fun and "must" is im- 
portant.
